The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Heiss (4,129,611). 

See Paper No. 123005. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8-31-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that the example H-14 of Heiss has no soft segment, 
and therefore, can't be a shape memory polymer. In col. 7, lines 55-57, Heiss teaches 
using dipropylene glycol and polypropylene glycols having equivalent weights up to 100, 
as well as cyclohexanediol. Such polyurethanes are the same as those of the claims.
